As the first tenant of what is 
the largest business and com- 
mercial park development in 
the St. Louis region, Dial 
Corp.’s new regional distribu- 
tion center in Madison County 
stands out 

Not only. is it the biggest 
building in the area — easily 
dwarfing anything nearby 
but it is the first sign of what 
many see as a development 
boom in the area 

At grand opening ceremonies 
Tuesday, local and company 
officials praised the develop- 
ment 

U.S. Rep. Jerry Costello, 
D-Belleville, said local officials 
have spent two decades work- 
ing on the region’s transporta- 
tion system, which is vital to 
operations like the Dial ware-

The 800,000-square-foot build 
ing — located on Illinois 111 
north of Interstate 270 — will 
handle approximately 40 per 
cent of the company’s domes- 
tic product distribution, said 
Dan King, Dial’s senior vice 
president of product supply 
distribution. 

It can hold 4.5 million cases 
of products, and more than 26 
million cases will be shipped 
through the facility yearly. 

The state-of-the art ware- 
house employs 91 people and 
uses computer technology to 
track and_sert products,-rang- 
ing from Dial soap to Armour

The body was found floating near 
the shore about 6:35 p.m., he said. 

“Some hunters were running their 
dogs in the area and saw the body in 
the water,’’ Lee said. 

Stell’s body was found fully clothed 
except for his shoes, which were 
missing.

The employer felt that the injured 
employee would have to demonstrate that he 
had an increased risk of an attack by a stray dog 
over and above the risk to the general population

The Appellate Court found that the claimant 
was entitled to benefits in this case. The Court 
noted that while it was true that the location to 
which the claimant was assigned had not experi- 
enced problems before with stray dogs, other 
school grounds within the district had. More 
importantly, the claimant was at a location when 
and where: the general public would not and 
should not be located. The incident occurred at 
4:40 in the morning on school grounds at a time 
when the employee was to protect the property 
against intruders. The claimant's confrontation 
with the dog occurred while he was in the per- 
formance of his watch duties and his injuries 
Seer noly resulted from protecting the school 

rounds. For all of these reasons, the Appellate 

‘ourt determined that the injured employee's 
injury did “arise out of" his employment, and 
therefore he was entitled to benefits under the 
Worker’s Compensation Act.
